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We Should Have Zoning 
Ordinance-Will You Helpt 

•'The world do move” and one of the encouraging fea¬ 
tures of the moving is the increasing appreciation of the 
fact of the interdependance of people in general. In other 
words today in many communities a man as a citizen can¬ 
not do what he will with his own if what he wills would 
work out to the detriment of his neighbors. 

Within the memory of most of us an unfortunate hu¬ 
man with a bad liver or a kink in his disposition could ruin 
the most choice and attractive section of a town by erecting 
any old building or spite fence or some improvement of that 
nature on property he happened to own in that section. 
Other property owners were helpless unless they could buy 
his holdings and, if he would not sell, they could only hate, 
which is always profitless. 

Little by little people have come to accept the view¬ 
point that no one man with a selfish outlook, has the right 
to so use his holdings as to disturb the peace of mind and 
injure the value of the property of his neighbors. To allow 
him to so virtually gives him an unjust control over their 
property. 

Various legal restrictions have been passed and upheld 
in the courts which have this fact for a foundation and one 
which is a product of the recent years but which is rapidly 
being accepted throughout the entire country is the zoninig 
of cities. When it was first suggested, it was considered 
revolutionary in the extreme and all sorts of arguments 
against the practicability of the plan were advanced, but it 
is making good. 

In an address recently delivered before the National 
Conference on City Planning, Mr. Herbert S. Swain of New 
York, an acknowledged authority, reviewed the history of 
zoning and stated that while the time it had been in effect 
was very brief, too brief to make a precise appraisal of its 
ultimate value, experience was rapidly accumulating to jus¬ 
tify the claims put forth by its proponents. 

Among many forcible arguments in favor of the adop¬ 
tion of zoning he said: “The prospective homebuyer is more 
and more asking himself the question, ‘Why should I buy 
my home in an unzoned town where my house may at 
any moment be flanked with apartments, factories or gar¬ 
ages and its value seriously injured when for the same price 
I can buy just as good a house in a town that thinks enough 
of its homes to protect them with the strong arm of the 
law against injurious uses?’ 

“The practical effect of these considerations is most in¬ 
teresting. The zoned localities are not only absorbing the 
better grade of development at the expense of the unzoned 
suburbs, but they are forcing the undesirable types of de¬ 
velopment into the unzoned towns. The builders, archi¬ 
tects and real estate owners in unzoned towns are with in¬ 
creasing persistence urging their councils to adopt zoning 
so that they may have as good a sales proposition to make 
to prospective clients as competing builders, architects and 
real estate owners in zoned towns. 

“Zoning is both a positive and negative factor in the 
deveopment of a community—it encourages superior types 
of development; it discourages inferior types of develoj>- 
ment.” 

Sierra Madre is still a small city—it never can be a very 
large city because of its physical limitations. But it has 
room for a good many more people than are living here now 
arid it might just as well be a high class small city as a low 
class small city. 

No one who r eads the article regarding building in the 
news columns of this issue can doubt that the city is grow¬ 
ing fast. Though the present inhabitants might wish to 
arrest that growth, that does not seem possible so long as 
any property is for sale within the city limits. Even hang¬ 
ing out smallpox placards probably would not have a deter¬ 
rent effect for long. 

But is Sierra Madre to grow in a hodge podge, hit and 
miss fashion or is some intelligent effort to be made to con¬ 
trol and direct the growth? 

For months the Chamber of Commerce through its 
spokesmen, has been hamering away at the idea of intelli¬ 
gent and systematic regulation of the growth of this city. 
The small number who take the trouble to keep in touch 
with the work of the Chamber approve, but from the town 
as a whole, practically no support has Iteeu forthcoming. 
During the recent effort to expand the Chamber and give it 
the necessary financial backing to carry on efficiently the 
work it should do for the city, one of the discouraging fea¬ 
tures was the indifference of the very people who should 
have been farsighted enough to grasp the necessity for up- 
to-date handling of the legitimate work of the Chamber. 


Frequently the excuse was given, “I am not interested 
in the Chamber’s work. I am perfectly satisfied with the 
town as it is. I don’t see any need for all this money. We 
don’t want a boom. I don’t want the town to grow. You 
are planning to make a noisy, bustling town out of this 
lovely place.” 

Ye gods and little fishes! One might stand on the sea¬ 
shore and say that he didn’t want the tide fo come in, but 
the tide would arrive’per schedule in spite of likes and dis¬ 
likes. That is exactly what is going to happen to Sierra 
Madre. The tide is coming in all over Southern California 
and we are bound to get some of it. 

What are we going to do with it? 

Sierra Madre needs a zoning ordinance and it needs it 
right now, pronto, immediately! The City Trustees will 
pass such an ordinance as soon as they have sufficient sup¬ 
port from the citizens of this town to justify them in tak¬ 
ing action which is sure to result in howls from some prop¬ 
erty owners who don’t look beyond tomorrow. 

We don’t pay our city fathers any monumental sum for 
the time and energy they give to running our municipal 
business. We hand them the “honor” and then we sit back 
and kick, oh boy, how we kick when things don’t suit us. 

The least we can do for these men who are doing such 
good work for us is to let them know we are solidly behind 
them when they act for the general public welfare. If we 
don't support first rate men, they will get good and sick of 
the job and we will have to fall back on second and third 
raters—and the Lord have mercy on us and our tax bills! 

Some of you people who are sitting comfortably in your 
homes admiring the view are going to have fifty-seven var¬ 
ieties of horror if a garage or laundry or some other messy 
thing appears across the way from your attractive front 
door. 

The Chamber of Commerce is out after a zoning ordin¬ 
ance. Are you going to do your share in supporting the 
Chamber of Commerce in this effort and in letting the 
Trustees know that they can count on your public support?
